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SIGHT RESTORED TO THE BLIND-WALK IN 

THAT sign hung over the door at No. 8 N. Baker 
Street. It was a new sign. The doctor who lived 
there had only recently arrived in Midvale. 

Dr. Leo Brunn was a heavy, sad-eyed man in his 
early fifties, with a bint at goatee and a black 
mustache. He was a good mixer and already had 
been invited to join the various civic organizations, 
which invitations he had accepted. 

The good doctor was going to be a great asset 
to the town, everybody thought. After all, hadn't 
he brought fame to Midvale? Dr. Brunn was well 
known as a famous eye specialist, graduate of sev- 
eral foreign universities, and a decent chap aH 
around.

next two weeks. One of them got back his sight. 
The other four, condemned to darkness forever, 
were nevertheless happy over the whole thing: now 
they could relax, knowing there was no cure. Dr. 
Brunn had said so. 

It wasn't only local people who called on Dr. 
Brunn. Patients came from all over the country. 
He had a fine reputation. They came in large cars, 
in planes. They came with special nurses, and with 
a private physician in attendance. All these went 
away with new sight. It was rumored that these 
wealthy patients paid enormous sums to get back 
their sight. $50,000 one of them was reported to 
have paid. 

"I'd give a million, if I had it," one blind wom- 
an was heard to state. 

And most sightless people would. • 

Dr. Roberts' chief assistant, Leroy, had been 
complaining of failing sight for some months. Le- 
■ Toy was mighty efficient. Dr. Roberts could ill af- 
ford to dispense with his services, although he 
knew that the man was getting to the place where 
he was not to be trusted with dangerous acids in 
the various tests they made. 

"What about this Dr. Brunn at Midvale?" Dr. 
Roberts said one day. 

Leroy said, "I've heard of him. Seems to be do- 
ing some astonishing work with the blind. There is 
a chance — But I'll hang on a little while longer, 
Dr. Roberts. This may be a passing thing." 

It wasn't a passing ithing. Leroy was stone blind 
one morning, and his wife called Dr. Roberts' lab- 
oratory in a panic. And that afternoon Leroy was in 
the Roberts' limousine speeding toward Midvale. 

Dr. Roberts had been unable to come, so his 
daughter, Martha, and her fiance, Darrel Dane, 
went with the. blind man. 

- Dr. Brunn welcomed them to his office. He said 
that people usually obtained appointments before 
coming, although he would waive that, seeing that 
the patient was an eminent scientist. 

When they were closeted alone, Dr. Brunn> went 
to work on Leroy. 

"You are of course prepared to pay a substantial 
sum, Mr. Leroy?" 

Mr. Leroy said, "Anything, Doctor! Well, any* 
thing, that is, within reason. But 1 can raise a fair 
amount of cash. Can you start on me at once?" • 

Dr. Brunn mentally rubbed his hands as he pre- 
pared to examine his patient. Here was fifty grand 
ready at hand! He spent only a short while making 
the examination. Then he said, "I may as well tell 
you, Mr. Leroy, you have a stubborn case." He 
mentioned some unpronounceable eye disease.
